It has been almost 47 years 
since the Communists seized 
control of the Russian Revolu­ 
tion and the Russian state. 
The recent elevation of Anas­ 
tas Mikoyan, the last of the 
old-time 
Bolsheviks, to the 
ceremonial post of president 
of the Soviet Union marks the 
end of one era. 
A new generation of Commu­ 
nists—with names like Brezh­ 
nev, Podgorny, Polyansky-- is 
coming to the fore, ready to 
take command of the party when 
Nikita Krushchev finally leaves 
the stage. 
But the era of communism it­ 
self — of totalitarian rule in 
Russia and its satellites, of 
the threat to democracy and 
world peace—will not be ended 
by a change in the Kremlin’s 
cast of characters. 
The younger men in the party, 
while not Stalinists, are hardly 
.liberals, in the Western mean­ 
ing of the word. 
It is a characteristic of dic­ 
tatorships that the scepter of 
rule is seldom passed directly 
from one strong man to an­ 
other. Lenin did not choose 
Stalin and Stalin did not choose 
Khrushchev. 
This is not because of lack 
of power but because of fear. 
Dictator 
- designates have a 
habit of wanting to take over 
ahead of time. The result is 
usually a power vacuum after 
the death of the leader which 
ambitious men rush to fill. 
Khrushchev, however,* is a dif­ 
ferent sort of bird. A younger 
contemporary of the original 
revolutionists, but not one oi 
them, he has served as a sort 
of transition figure between the 
old and the new. 
Though possessing nothing like 
the absolute power of a Stalin, 
he would undoubtedly like to 
groom a successor, or suc­ 
cessors. 
Since the removal of an ear­ 
lier favorite, Frol Kozlov, by 
a stroke last year, the name 
most mentioned is that of Leo­ 
nid Brezhnev, 58, formerly the 
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U. S. S. R. president, particu­ 
larly since he has now been 
freed from that post to con­ 
centrate on building a power 
base within the Presidium, the 
party’s policymaking body. 
Other contenders are Nikolai 
Podgorny, Dimitry Polyansky 
(who was born on the day of 
the Bolshevik counter-revolu­ 
tion Nov. 7, 1917) and Alexei 
Adzhubei, editor of Izvestia and 
Khrushchev’s son-in-law. 
The Kremlinologists hestitate 
to predict Just what will happen 
when Krushchev bows out. One 
thing seems fairly certain, how­ 
ever: The young Russians have 
known nothing but communism. 
They have grown up under the 
party , been trained by It and 
have risen to success with it. 
None of them Is going to dis­ 
mantle the Communist system, 
which is the source of their 
power. 
Far more important, 
none of them is going to aban­ 
don the teachings that commu­ 
nism contains all truth and 
that the Western way is but a 
temporary phenomenon doomed 
to inevitable collapse. 
Faces 
and methods may 
change in the Kremlin, but not 
the basic ideological realities 
of the historic confrontation 
between communism and demo­ 
cracy.

Bioff was blown 
to bits by a bomb attached to 
the starter of his pickup truck, 
and Greenbaum had his throat 
expertly slit by underworld kil­ 
lers as he lounged in bed in 
beige silk pajamas. 
Now Life magazine has sent a 
squad of reporters to Las Vegas 
and Phoenix to dig out the full 
story. To make sure the Life 
reporters don’t miss anything, 
this column 
can tell 
them 
where to look. 
—Goldwater and Gangsters— 
Certainly they should inter­ 
view Phoenix jeweler Harry 
Rosenzweig, whom Goldwater 
has called his “ closest friend,” 
to get the Senator’s side of the 
story. Rosenzweig has already 
explained to this column:—That 
Goldwater never chauffeured 
Bioff to parties all .over the 
Southwest in his private plane, 
though two weeks before toe 
racketeer 
was dynamited to 
death Goldwater gave him a 


lift in his plane from Las Vegas 
to Phoenix. 
—That Bioff did not contri­ 
bute $5,000 to Goldwater’s Sen­ 
ate campaign; it was only $500. 
—That the Senator was not 
Greenbaum’s frequent guest at 
the plush Flamingo and Riviera 
clubs in Las Vegas, though it 
is true Goldwater attended 
Greenbaum’s gala, underworld- 
style funeral in Phoenix. 
Rosenzweig explained to this 
' column that Bioff had been a 
customer in his jewelry store, 
that he knew the mobster only 
as “ William Nelson,” and that 
he innocently introduced “ Nel­ 
son” to Goldwater. 
Rosenzweig said he learned 
Bioffs real identity from Phoe­ 
nix reporter Jack Karie and, 
after double-checking with the 
FBI, warned Goldwater of Bi- 
offs background. 
Life’s news sleuths will get a 
different 
version, however, 
from Karie who told this column 
that he had written a story for 
the Arizona Republic exposing 
Bioff. As Karie recalls it, he 
got a phone call from Rosenz­ 
weig demanding: “ What are you 
trying to do to Bioff?” 
Rosenzweig pleaded that “ We 
are trying to rehabilitate this 
man” and urged Karie not to 
write the story. The reporter 
submitted it anyway, but heard 
informally that both Rosenzweig 
and Goldwater had intervened at 
a higher level to suppress it. 
The story was never printed. 
—Sheriffs Report— 
Among the sheriffs confi­ 
dential reports on the Bioff 
murder, Life magazine might 
also try to sneak a look at 
report no. 87-218 signed by 
Lt. R. W. Edmundson. This 
gives a summary of a police 
interview with Rosenzweig aft­ 
er toe bombing. 
“ Harry Rosenzweig stated that 
on Oct. 7, 1955, he made reser­ 
vations for Sen. Goldwater, toe 
Senator’s wife and daughter, and 
the daughter’s boy friend to stay 
at toe Riviera Hotal in Las 
Vegas, Nev.,” toe report de­ 
clares. “ He stated that he made 
reservations at 10:15 p.m.

check into a deal that Gold­ 
water’s brother, the same one 
mentioned in the newspaper 
item, made with gangster Moe 
Dalitz to open an apparel shop 
in Las Vegas’s fabulous Desert 
Inn. Dalitz is boss of the former 
Cleveland and Detroit crime 
syndicate that has taken over toe 
Desert Inn. 
The Las Vegas shop, like toe 
family store in Phoenix, was to 
bear the Goldwater name until 
the Senator got caught up in 
Presidential politics. Then the 
name was hastily changed to toe 
D. I. Distinctive Apparel Shop. 
The owners oi record are 
listed as Robert Goldwater and 
Irving Miller, known around 
Las Vegas as Dalitz’s Gold- 
water-Miller ticket. 
When Sen. Goldwater mentions 
Bobby Baker and Billie Sol 
Estes in the future, the Demo­ 
crats may throwback the names 
of Willie Bioff, Gus Greenbaum, 
and Moe Dalitz. 


Seattle:—One of the mysteries 
of this political season is the 
source of considerable funds 
pouring into toe coffers of the 
Communists and their neo-rad­ 
ical competitors who preach 
world revolution as they vie 
with the softer dialectics of 
Soviet co-existence.

1950 Internal Securtiy Act. He 
has defied it and faces a total 
of some 3,500 years in the fed­ 
eral 
penitentiary and fines 
totalling over $7 million if toe 
Act is ever upheld. 
However, he smilingly indi­ 
cates he has neither the time 
nor the money to meet such 
commitments, but there are 
enough funds to finance a “ cam­ 
paign” for governor of the State 
of Washington. 
He announced such a campaign 
at a hotel room press confer­ 
ence in mid-July. But he was 
kept off the ballot by State Atty. 
Gen. John J. O’Connell, because 
Sutherland did not meet toe 
technical requirements of toe 
election law. 
That hasn’t kept* this Com­ 
munist organizer, whose home 
is in Tacoma, from speaking 
around the state. Sutherland, 
like his colleague, William Cot­ 
tle Taylor, who piled up 33,576 
votes In the June 2nd California 
primaries, is a front-runner for 
the Communist machine, which 
is now methodically moving into 
the limelight. Men such as Suth­ 
erland want a forum and the na­ 
tional election hustllngs are just 
the thing. They are actually pre­ 
paring tor toe municipal and 
state elections of the next few 
years. 
Sutherland's 
program 
1^- 
hardly revolutionary. He wants - 
lower state taxes for workers, 
revamping of the automobile 
liability Insurance law, and he 


has a word for the farmers and 
civil rights people. Sutherland 
hopes for some write-in votes 
this time. But the final objec­ 
tive of this man and many like 
him across the country is to 
show they can be factors in 
some districts. Then they can 
go to future Congressional can­ 
didates and try to make a deal 
for what they really want—an 
outspoken member or two in 
Congress who will champion the 
Soviet line, as they had during 
the thirties and forties. 
Such 
a national legislator 
would be invaluable to the inter­ 
national Soviet propaganda ap­ 
paratus for use against the 
U.S. The Communists had such 
voices before and they are now 
trying to repeat their earlier 
success by coming out in the 
open. 
They are stepping up their 
overt political activity because 
they’re worried by competition 
from the ultra-left, which ap­ 
pears to be attracting the neo- 
racial youth of the land. 
Few realize it, but this ultja- 
left is mighty active. Most'of) 
this activity pivots on the tra­ 
ditional enemies of toe Com­ 
munists--the Trotskyites. They 
have a political organization 
called 
the Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) which getsarouiid. 
Though it stands for world 
Marxist revolt and its literature 
sounds like fiery pre-October 
0917) Revolutionary tracts by an 
exiled Lenin, it has tens of 
thousands of supporters. 
The SWP has a national pres­ 
idential ticket in the field. This 
took some doing—circulating 
petitions, filing in state capitals 
and contacting supporters in 
many cities. But they will have 
their nominees legally on bal­ 
lots in Minnesota, once the 
center of powerful Trotskyite 
industrial forces, in Iowa, Ohio, 
Michigan, New York, New Jer­ 
sey, Pennsylvania and here in 
Washington. 
They’re pushing for certifica­ 
tion in North Dakota, Colorado 
and Wisconsin. 
Certainly I am aware that toe 
SWP is considered a political 
sect by the professional pol­ 
itical leaders. But it should be 
noted that in New York last 
Sept. 8, it filed petitions con-, 
tainlng 21,000 signatures in the 
New York State capital. This 
is not an insignificant number 
of people when one considers 
that the SWP 
is on the At­ 
torney General’s subversive 
list and is dedicated to anti­ 
capitalist revolution. 
In 1960 the SWP rolled up 39, 
514 votes in 11 states, perhaps 
not enough to capture anything, 
but enough to create quite a 
noise In our tense cities these 
days. 
Add to all this several score 
other candidates who are run­ 
ning independently on tickets 
which echo the Communist and 
Trotskyite line and you have 
quite a network spending hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars.

A total of 82,062 units of 
blood was collected from volun­ 
te e r donors in M issouri by the 
American Red C ross during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 
according to Dr. Robert M.

Blood Program in St. Louis, 
M issouri. 
Most of the blood was obtained 
during bloodmobile visits in the 
49 M issouri counties or com ­ 
munities participating in the 
blood program . Regional blood 
centers serving M issouri are 
located in St. Louis, and Spring­ 
field. 
In addition to the community 
and private hospitals served by 
the Red C ross Blood P rogram , 
the blood needs of six federal 
institutions 
located 
in M is­ 
souri are partly met through the 
Red C ross. These include the 
veterans hospitals at Jefferson 
B arracks, Poplar Bluff, and St. 
Louis; 
Whiteman Air F orce 
Base; F o rt 
Leonard Wood; 
and the U. S. Medical Center 
m Springfield. 
The blood is distributed, with­ 
out charge for the blood itself, 
as whole blood to the participat­ 
ing hospitals, Dr. Joyer said.

These 
specifications are distributed 
to industry for packers to fol­ 
low when offering meat.

Illinois Friday asked the court 
to give that state, rather than 
Missouri, sovereignty over the 
area, once attached to Illinois 
with the Mississippi River as 
its western boundary. 
In 1881 a flood changed the 
course of the river so that it 
cut to the east of the Kaskaskia 
area. 
• Atty. Gen. William Clark said 
he asked the court leave to file 
a complaint. He said an Illinois- 
Missouri compact makes the 
center of the river channel the 
usual boundary. 
Ordinarily, if the center of the 
river were moved because of 
the slow change in the course 
of the river, the resulting boun­ 
dary would have to be accepted 
by both states. 
Clark said, however, “ If we 
can prove that flooding occur­ 
red rather than natural accre­ 
tion,” he believes the high court 
will rule in favor of Illinois. 
The two states have negotiat­ 
ed over a period of three years, 
Clark said, but attempts to re­ 
vise the boundary compact have 
been fruitless because of strong 
feeling against it in St. Gene­ 
vieve County, Mo.

The key to the whole 
program would be to Inform 
the women of the now proven 
method of the orally taken birth 
control pills, which is said by 
nedical circles to be the most 
uccessful method of so-called 
jontraception. 
It isn't, however, as simple 
as that. Giving the women in­ 
formation and advice and being 
sure that they follow it cor- 
rectlv are two different mat­ 
ters. It was pointed out that 
the 
public health center is 
prevented by law from Pro” 
viding any types of medica­ 
tion with its own funds. So, as 
the matter stands now, it could 
not purchase the birth control 
pills. In a program aimed at 
encouraging the use of the P“ s 
by low income or welfare moth­ 
ers the cost of the pills would 
be a costly item in any size­ 
able program, the wholesale 
cost running at $1.10 per per­ 
son per month, according to 
estimates at the hearing. 
How the cost of the pills which 
would be made available with­ 
out charge to low income moth­ 
ers would be met is yet to be 
explored. In other health cen­ 
ter programs in which medica­ 
tion has been used, the cost 
was met by outside sources, 
such as with donations received 
by the Pemiscot Jaycees in their 
mass polio immunization pro­ 
gram last winter. The differ- 
ence In the two proerams how- 
ever, is that a mass immuni- 
zation project Is a one-time 
one-cost idea while a birth 
control plan and its costs are 


continuing from month to month 
on into the future.

RENO, Nev. (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson said today Barry 
Goldwater sees the government 
as such a terrible thing that he 
seems to be “ running against 
the office of president, instead 
of for it.” 
Johnson took the slap at his 
Republican rival as the Presi­ 
dent swung into what promised 
to be a 20-hour day of cam­ 
paigning in five Western states 
—Nevada, Montana, Wyoming, 
Colorado and Idaho. 
Goldwater was not mentioned 
by name. But Johnson, in a 
speech for the Nevada capital of 
Reno, left no doubt about his 
target. 
“ One candidate,” he said, “ is 
roaming around the country 
saying what a terrible thing the 
government is. Sometimes I 
think he is running against the 
office of president, instead of 
for it.” 
“ We here in the West,” said 
Johnson, “ know how the West 
vas won. It wasn't won by a 
nan on a horse who thought he 
>uld settle every argument 
with a quick draw and a shot 
from the hip. 
“ We here in the West aren't 
about to turn in our sterling 
silver American heritage for a 
plastic credit card that reads: 
‘Shoot now, pay later.' ” 
And, Johnson said, the West 
wasn't settled “ in saloon fights 
or by galloping vigilantes” but 
rather by sober and responsible 
men and women. 
The President spent the night 
in Nevada, talking to local poli­ 
ticians and resting in the pent­ 
house of the Sahara Hotel in Las 
Vegas. 
Roulette wheels whirred and 
slot machines played their tin­ 
kling melody more than 20 sto­ 
ries below him. But he never 
saw these features of Las Vegas 
life since his route to and from 
his quarters was remote from 
the bustling casino. 
The President flew to Nevada 
after a Sunday that saw him go 
to church — “ The first day of 
the week belongs to God” — in 
Goldwater*s hometown of Phoe­ 
nix, Ariz. Later, he did some 
speechmaking, 
which 
wasn't 
exactly nonpolitical, in Long 
Beach and San Francisco, Calif. 
Big crowds were the rule 
along the way, especially in the 
Long Beach area, where the 
curbside throng probably was 
as large as any Johnson has 
seen during the campaign. 
But if the President saw more 
people, he also saw more Gold­ 
water signs. There were more 
in Long Beach alone than in all 
the other cities Johnson las 
visited on his vote-seeking trav­ 
els. 
During Johnson's f o r m a l 
speech a few miles from Long 
B e a c h Goldwater partisans 
tried to blot out his words with 
“ We want Barry” chants. But 
they were no match for the 
public address system at John­ 
son's disposal. 
The Phoenix crowd was a big 
one, too, and Johnson had an 
intimate encounter with a Gold­ 
water placard. One held by a 
young man struck his hat. John­ 
son said it was an accident.

first manned orbit by the Sovi­ 
et Union since the summer of 
1963 was designed to test the 
effects of weightlessness and 
other stresses on man on a 
long flight* This was a hint the 
craft might break the old rec­ 
ord of almost five days.

MOSCOW (AP) — The Sovi­ 
et Union rocketed a space ship 
into orbit today carrying a pi­ 
lot, a scientist and a doctor — 
the w orld's first space vehicle 
to carry more than one person. 
An official announcement said 
it was sent aloft by a powerful 
kind of rocket. 
As the space ship circled the 
earth every 90 m inutes, the pip 
lot m essaged that all lnstru- 
.ments were working well, the 
physician 
examined his col­ 
leagues and they had lunch. 
Tile space ship is named Vosh- 
kod—Sunrise. 
Aboard w ere Col. V ladim ir 
Komarov, the pilot; Konstan- 
tine Feoktistov, scientist; and 
Dr. B oris Yegorov, physician. 
The booster rocket sent the 
space ship into an orbit that 
ranged from 255 m iles to 110 
miles above the earth, an offi­ 
cial announcement said. Some 
scientists 
abroad considered 
this historic first one more big 
step in the Soviet race with the 
United States to the moon. 
The United States plans to 
launch its first two-man vehicle 
some tim e early next year. 
T ie re was no indication how 
long the space craft — Its size 
and weight not given — would 
rem ain aloft. But the official 
Tass news agency said this 
first manned orbit by the Sovi­ 
et Union since the sum m er of 
1963 was designed to test the 
effects of w eightlessness and 
other stre s se s on man on a 
long flight. This was a hint the 
craft might break the old rec­ 
ord of alm ost five days. 
In the last flight, in June 
1963, Lt. Col. Valery F . By- 
kovosky stayed aloft 54 min­ 
utes short of five days and lat­ 
e r suffered from various ail­ 
ments from the long period of 
w eightlessness. 
A taped television broadcast 
from the space ship t o d a y 
showed the occupants sm iling. 
The film was dim and it w as 
im possible to tall th# s ite of Rte 
space cabin.

ing of the word. 
It is a characteristic of dic­ 
tatorships that the scepter of 
rule is seldom passed directly 
from one strong man to an­ 
other. Lenin did not choose 
Stalin and Stalin did not choose 
Khrushchev. 
This is not because of lack 
of power but because of fear. 
Dictator 
- designates have a 
habit of wanting to take over 
ahead of time. The result is 
usually a power vacuum after 
the death of the leader which 
ambitious men rush to fill. 
Khrushchev, however,' is a dif­ 
ferent sort of bird. A younger 
contemporary of the original 
revolutionists, but not one oi 
.them, he has served as a sort 
of transition figure between the 
old and the new. 
Though possessing nothing like 
the absolute power of a Stalin, 
he would undoubtedly like to 
groom a successor, or suc­ 
cessors. 
Since the removal of an ear­ 
lier favorite, Frol Kozlov, by 
a stroke last year, the name 
most mentioned is that of Leo­ 
nid Brezhnev, 58, formerly the 
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essential medicine. A French 
physician who 
studied ship­

ft was Dag Hammarskjold 
who observed, "The end of all 
political effort must be the well­ 
being of the individual in a life 
of safety and freedom." 


Washington—Sen. Goldwater's 
campaign managers have now 
persuaded him to abandon all 
discussion of nuclear weapons, 
which the polls show has cost 
him votes, and concentrate on 
attacking the President per­ 
sonally.

Gold water strategists, how­ 
ever, have forgotten the strange 
friendships Barry had formed 
with some of the underworld's 
most unsavory characters’, as 
first reported by Drew Pear­ 
son on Sept. 28, 1956. Also, 
they must not have known, when 
they planned Barry's attack on 
crime, that Life magazine has 
in the works a detailed story 
of Goldwater's friendship with 
some of the Las Vegas over­ 
lords.

Goldwater was close to at 
least two of the underworld's 
most notorious mobsters, Wil­ 
lie Bioff and Gus Greenbaum. 
Both left this world in classic 
gangland style. Bioff was blown 
to bits by a bomb attached to 
the starter of his pickup truck, 
and Greenbaum had his throat 
expertly slit by underworld kil­ 
lers as he lounged in bed in 
beige silk pajamas. 
Now Life magazine has sent a 
squad of reporters to Las Vegas 
and Phoenix to dig out the full 
story. To make sure the Life 
reporters don't miss anything, 
this column 
can tell 
them 
where to look. 
—Goldwater and Gangsters-— 
Certainly they should inter­ 
view Phoenix jeweler Harry 
Rosenzweig, whom Goldwater 
has called his “ closest friend," 
to get the Senator's side of the 
story. Rosenzweig has already 
explained to this column:—That 
Goldwater never chauffeured 
Bioff to parties all .over the 
Southwest in his private plane, 
though two weeks before the 
racketeer 
was dynamited to 
death Goldwater gave him a 


lift in his plane from Las Vegas 
to Phoenix. 
—That Bioff did not contri­ 
bute $5,000 to Goldwater's Sen­ 
ate campaign; it was only $500. 
—That the Senator was not 
Greenbaum's frequent guest at 
the plush Flamingo and Riviera 
clubs in Las Vegas, though it 
is true Goldwater attended 
Greenbaum's gala, underworld- 
style funeral in Phoenix. 
, Rosenzweig explained to this 
column that Bioff had been a 
customer in his jewelry store, 
that he knew the mobster only 
as “ William Nelson," and that 
he innocently introduced “ Nel­ 
son" to Goldwater. 
Rosenzweig said he learned 
Bioff s real Identity from Phoe­ 
nix reporter Jack Karie and, 
after double-checking with the 
FBI, warned Goldwater of Bi- 
offs background. 
Life’s news sleuths will get a 
different 
version, however, 
from Karie who told this column 
that he had written a story for 
the Arizona Republic exposing 
Bioff. As Karie recalls it, he 
got a phone call from Rosenz­ 
weig demanding: “ What are you 
trying to do to Bioff?" 
Rosenzweig pleaded that “ We 
are trying to rehabilitate this 
man" and urged Karie not to 
write the story. The reporter 
submitted it anyway, but heard 
informally that both Rosenzweig 
and Goldwater had intervened at 
a higher level to suppress it. 
The story was never printed. 
—Sheriffs Report— 
Among the sheriffs confi­ 
dential reports on the Bioff 
murder, Life magazine might 
also try to sneak a look at 
report no. 87-218 signed by 
Lt. R. W. Edmundson.

Champions of World Revolution 
Running National Candidates in 
Many States 


Seattle:—One of the mysteries 
of this political season is the 
source of considerable funds 
pouring into the coffers of the 
Communists and their neo-rad­ 
ical competitors who preach 
world revolution as they vie 
with the softer dialectics of 
Soviet co-existence. 
On criss-crossing this country 
one finds the various hued 
Marxists hyperthyroidly active 
in a score of states. They have 
headquarters, distribute mil­ 
lions of pieces of literature, 
run up big telephone bills, oper­ 
ate car pools, and loud speaker 
trucks, call press conferences 
in costly hotel suites, and direct 
small army of petition carriers. 
And there is always sufficient 
money for the publication of 
weekly newspapers and monthly 
theoretical organs. 
Furthermore, contrary to the 
general impression that they 
concentrate mostly in the big 
Eastern cities such as New 
York, one finds them in the corn 
and wheat belts as well as in 
Southern California and the Pa­ 
cific Northwest. 
Typical is Milford Adolf Suth­ 
erland, Communist organiza­ 
tional chief of this vast area. 
This self-avowed Communist 
activist has been ordered by the 
Subversive Activities Control 
Board to register as a member 
of the Communist Party in ac­ 
cordance with Section 8 of the 
1950 Internal Security Act. He 
has defied it and faces a total 
of some 3,500 years in the fed­ 
eral 
penitentiary and fines 
totalling over $7 million if the 
Act is ever upheld. 
However, he smilingly indi­ 
cates he has neither the time 
nor the money to meet such 
commitments, but there are 
enough funds to finance a “ cam­ 
paign" for governor of the State 
of Washington. 
He announced such a campaign 
at a hotel room press confer­ 
ence in mid-July. But he was 
kept off the ballot by State Atty. 
Gen. John J. O'Connell, because 
Sutherland did not meet the 
technical requirements of the 
election law. 
That hasn't kept1 this Com­ 
munist organizer, whose home 
is in Tacoma, from speaking 
around the state. Sutherland, 
like his colleague, William Cot* 
tie Taylor, who piled up 33,576 
votes in the June 2nd California 
primaries, is a front-runner for 
the Communist machine, which 
is now methodically moving into 
the limelight. Men such as Suth­ 
erland want a forum and the na­ 
tional election hustings are just 
the thing. They are actually pre­ 
paring for the municipal and 
state elections of the next few 
years. 
Sutherland's 
program 
i^- 
hardly revolutionary. He wants 
lower state taxes for workers, 
revamping of the automobile 
liability Insurance law, and he 


has a word for the farmers and 
civil rights people. Sutherland 
hopes for some write-in votes 
this time. But the final objec­ 
tive of this man and many like 
him across the country is to 
show they can be factors in 
some districts. Then they can 
go to future Congressional can­ 
didates and try to make a deal 
for what they really want--an 
outspoken member or two in 
Congress who will champion the 
Soviet line, as they had during 
the thirties and forties. 
Such 
a national legislator 
would be invaluable to the inter­ 
national Soviet propaganda ap­ 
paratus for use against the 
U.S. The Communists had such 
voices before and they are now 
trying to repeat their earlier 
success by coming out in the 
open. 
They are stepping up their 
overt political activity because 
they're worried by competition 
from the ultra-left, which ap­ 
pears to be attracting the neo- 
raclal youth of the land. 
Few realize it, but this ultfa- 
left is mighty active. Most of: 
this activity pivots on the tra- 
ditional enemies of the Com­ 
munists—the Trotskyites. They 
have a political organization 
called 
the Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) which getsarouiid. 
Though it stands for world 
Marxist revolt and its literature 
sounds like fiery pre-October 
(1917) Revolutionary tracts by an 
exiled Lenin, 
lt has tens of 
thousands of supporters. 
The SWP has a national pres­ 
idential ticket in the field. This 
took some doing—circulating 
petitions, filing in state capitals 
and contacting supporters in 
many cities. But they will have 
their nominees legally on bal­ 
lots in Minnesota, once the 
center of powerful Trotskyite 
industrial forces, in Iowa, Ohio, 
Michigan, New York, New Jer­ 
sey, Pennsylvania and here in 
Washington. 
They're pushing for certifica­ 
tion in North Dakota, Colorado 
and Wisconsin. 
Certainly I am aware that the 
SWP is considered a political 
sect by the professional pol­ 
itical leaders. But lt should be 
noted that in New York last 
Sept. 8, it filed petitions con-, 
taining 21,000 signatures in the 
New York State capital. This 
is not an insignificant number 
of people when one considers 
that the SWP 
is on the At­ 
torney General's subversive 
list and is dedicated to anti- 
capitalist revolution. 
In 1960 the SWP rolled up 39, 
514 votes in 11 states, perhaps 
not enough to capture anything, 
but enough to create quite a 
noise in our tense cities these 
days. 
Add to all this several score 
other candidates who are run­ 
ning Independently on tickets 
which echo the Communist and 
Trotskyite line and you have 
quite a network spending hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
Where does it all come from?

Bioff was blown 
to bits by a bomb attached to 
the sta rte r of his pickup truck, 
and Greenbaum had his throat 
expertly slit by underworld kil­ 
le rs as he lounged in bed in 
beige silk pajam as. 
Now Life magazine has sent a 
squad of reporters to Las Vegas 
and Phoenix to dig out the full 
story. To make sure the Life 
rep o rters don’t m iss anything, 
this column 
can tell 
them 
where to look. 
— Coldwater and G angsters---- 
Certainly 
they should Inter­ 
view Phoenix jeweler Harry 
Rosenzweig, whom Coldwater 
has called his “ closest friend,” 
to get the Senator's side of the 
story. Rosenzweig has already 
explained to this column:—That 
Coldwater 
never chauffeured 
Bioff to parties all ^over the 
Southwest in his private plane, 
though two weeks before the 
rack eteer 
was 
dynamited to 
death Coldwater gave him a 


lift in his plane from Las Vegas 
to Phoenix. 
—That Bioff did not contri­ 
bute $5,000 to Goldwater’s Sen­ 
ate campaign; it was only $500. 
— That 
the Senator was not 
Greenbaum’s frequent guest at 
the plush Flamingo and Riviera 
clubs in Las Vegas, though it 
is 
true 
Coldwater 
attended 
Greenbaum 's gala, underworld- 
style funeral in Phoenix. 
, Rosenzweig explained to this 
column that Bioff had been a 
custom er in his jewelry store, 
that he knew the mobster only 
as “ William Nelson,” and that 
he innocently introduced “ Nel­ 
son” to Coldwater. 
Rosenzweig said he learned 
BiofPs real identity from Phoe­ 
nix rep o rter Jack Karle and, 
after double-checking with the 
FBI, warned Coldwater of Bi­ 
ofPs background. 
Life’s news sleuths will get a 
different 
version, however, 
from K arie who told this column 
that he had written a story for 
the Arizona Republic exposing 
Bioff. As Karie recalls it, he 
got a phone call from Rosenz­ 
weig demanding: “ What are you 
trying to do to Bioff?” 
Rosenzweig pleaded that “ We 
are trying to rehabilitate this 
man” and urged Karie not to 
w rite the story. The reporter 
submitted it anyway, but heard 
inform ally that both Rosenzweig 
and Coldwater had intervened at 
a higher level to suppress it. 
The story was never printed.

m urder, Life magazine might 
also try to sneak a look at 
report no. 87-218 signed by 
Lt. R.

Coldwater, the 
Senator's wife and daughter, and 
the daughter’s boy friend to stay 
at the Riviera Hotal in Las 
Vegas, Nev.,” the report de­ 
clares. “ He stated that he made 
reservations at 10:15 p.m. Oct. 
7 on the Bonanza Airline to go 
to Las Vegas, and Bioff stated 
that he and his wife would like 
to go along. So Bioff, his wife, 


and Rosenzweig went to Las 
Vegas and stayed at the Riv­ 
iera Hotel—-

The owners of record are 
listed as Robert Coldwater and 
Irving M iller, known around 
L as Vegas as Dalitz*s Gold- 
w ater-M iller ticket. 
When Sen. Coldwater mentions 
Bobby Baker and Billie Sol 
E ste s in the future, the Demo­ 
c ra ts may throw back the nam es 
of Willie Blotty Gus Greenbaum, 
and Moe Dalitz.

Champions of World Revolution 
Running National Candidates in 
Many States 


Seattle:--O ne of the m ysteries 
of this political season is the 
source of considerable funds 
pouring into the coffers of the 
Communists and their neo-rad­ 
ical com petitors who preach 
world revolution as they vie 
with the softer dialectics of 
Soviet co-existence. 
On criss-crossing this country 
one finds 
the 
various 
hued 
M arxists hyperthyroid!y active 
in a score of states. They have 
headquarters, distribute m il­ 
lions of pieces of literatu re, 
run up big telephone bills, oper­ 
ate car pools, and loud speaker 
trucks, call press conferences 
in costly hotel suites, and direct 
sm all arm y of petition c a rrie rs. 
And there is always sufficient 
money for the publication of 
weekly newspapers and monthly 
theoretical organs. 
Furtherm ore, contrary to the 
general im pression that they 
concentrate mostly in the big 
E astern cities 
such 
as New 
York, one finds them in the corn 
and wheat belts as well as in 
Southern California and the Pa­ 
cific Northwest. 
Typical is Milford Adolf Suth­ 
erland, Communist organiza­ 
tional chief of this vast area. 
This self-avowed Communist 
activist has been ordered by the 
Subversive Activities Control 
Board to register as a mem ber 
of the Communist Party in ac­ 
cordance with Section 8 of the 
1950 Internal Securtiy Act. He 
has defied it and faces a total 
of some 3,500 years in the fed­ 
eral 
penitentiary and fines 
totalling over $7 million lf the 
Act is ever upheld. 
However, he smilingly indi­ 
cates he has neither the time 
nor the money to meet such 
com m itm ents, 
but there are 
enough funds to finance a “ cam ­ 
paign” for governor of the State 
of Washington. 
He announced such a campaign 
at a hotel room press confer­ 
ence in mid-July. But he was 
kept off the ballot by State Atty. 
Gen. John J. O’Connell, because 
Sutherland did not meet the 
technical requirem ents of the 
election law. 
That hasn’t kept* this Com­ 
munist organizer, whose home 
is in Tacoma, from speaking 
around the state. Sutherland, 
like his colleague. William Cot­ 
tle Taylor, who piled up 33,576 
votes in the June 2nd California 
prim aries, is a front-runner for 
the Communist machine, which 
is now methodically moving into 
the lim elight. Men such as Suth­ 
erland want a forum and the na­ 
tional election huskings are just 
the thing. They are actually p re­ 
paring for the municipal and 
state elections of the next few 
years. 
Sutherland's 
program 
is- 
hardly revolutionary, He wants 
lower state taxes for workers, 
revamping of the automobile 
liability insurance law, and he 


has a word for the farm ers and 
civil rights people. Sutherland 
hopes for some w rite-in votes 
this tim e. But the final objec­ 
tive of this man and many like 
him acro ss the country is to 
show they can be factors in 
some d istricts. Then they can 
go to future Congressional can­ 
didates and try to make a deal 
for what they really want--an 
outspoken 
m em ber or two in 
C ongress who will champion the 
Soviet line, as they had during 
the th irties and forties. 
Such 
a 
national 
legislator 
would be invaluable to the inter­ 
national Soviet propaganda ap­ 
paratus for use against the 
U.S. The Communists had such 
voices before and they are now 
trying to repeat their earlier 
success by coming out in the 
open. 
They 
are stepping up their 
overt political activity because 
they’re w orried by competition 
from the u ltra -left, which ap­ 
pears to be attracting the neo- 
raclal youth of the land. 
Few realize it, but this ultfa- 
left is mighty active, Most of: 
this activity pivots on the tra ­ 
ditional enem ies of the Com­ 
m unists—the Trotskyites. They 
have a political organization 
called 
the Socialist W orkers 
Party (SWP) which gets around, 
Though 
it 
stands for world 
M arxist revolt and its literature 
sounds like fiery pre-O ctober 
(1917) Revolutionary tracts by an 
exiled Lenin, 
it 
has tens of 
thousands of supporters. 
The SWP has a national p re s­ 
idential ticket in the field. This 
took some doing--circulating 
petitions, filing in state capitals 
and contacting 
supporters hi 
many cities. But they will have 
th eir nominees legally on bal­ 
lots in Minnesota, once the 
center of powerful Trotskyite 
industrial forces, inIowa,Ohio, 
Michigan, New York, New J e r ­ 
sey, Pennsylvania and here in 
Washington. 
T hey're pushing for certifica­ 
tion in North Dakota, Colorado 
and Wisconsin. 
C ertainly I am aware that the 
SWP is considered a political 
sect by the professional pol­ 
itical le ad e rs. But it should be 
noted that in New York last 
Sept. 8, it filed petitions con­ 
taining 21,000 signatures in the 
New York State capital. This 
is not an insignificant number 
of people when one considers 
that the SWP 
is on the At­ 
torney 
General’s 
subversive 
list and is dedicated to anti­ 
capitalist revolution. 
In 1960 the SWP rolled up 39, 
514 votes in ll states, perhaps 
not enough to capture anything, 
but enough to create quite a 
noise in our tense cities these 
days. 
Add to all this several score 
other candidates who are run­ 
ning independently on tickets 
which echo the Communist and 
T rotskyite line and you have 
quite a network spending hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars.

Guarding The Quality 
of School Lunches 


m e school lunch, provided at 
nominal cost with Federal re­ 
state assistance, is rapidly re­ 
placing the traditional 
lunch 
bag or pail. 
What a re the details of this 
lunch? How 
is the quality of 
this nourishing well-balanced 
lunch assured? 
Some of the food is donated 
by 
the U. S. Department of 
A griculture; some is purchased 
locally. Whatever the source 
alm ost all the food used in 
school lunches goes through a 
careful purchasing and inspec­ 
tion program . 
Much of this purchasing and 
inspection 
i s 
provided 
b y 
USDA’s A gricultural Marketing 
Service, which adm inisters the 
entire National School Lunch 
P rogram . AMS helps provide 
specifications for the food, de­ 
term ines the grades, conducts 
inspections (including poultry, 
but not meat), and ca rrie s out 
several other activities. 
As an example, examine the 
care taken with the food pur­ 
chased for a typical lunch of: 
barbecued beef, buttered roll, 


potato salad, buttered peas, a 
fresh apple and milk. 
For the beef, specifications 
a re preparedbv meat standardi­ 
zation specialists, calling for 
a specific grade, but, and other 
desired characteristics. These 
specifications are distributed 
to industry for packers to fol­ 
low when offering meat. 
After the amount of meat re­ 
quired is purchased at the low- 
est prices bid, graders deter­ 
mine whether it m eets the spec­ 
ifications. 
Inspectors 
t h e n 
supervise the preparation and 
packaging of the meat in the 
plant. 
Only then Is the meat ready 
to go to school. 
The wheat that goes into the 
roll was inspected for quality 
and condition before it was 
milled into flour. 


A total of 82,062 units of 
blood was collected from volun­ 
teer donors in M issouri by the 
American Red Cross during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 
according to Dr, Robert M. 
Joyer, medical director for the 
Red C ross Midwestern Area 
Blood Program in St. Louis, 
M issouri. 
Most of the blood was obtained 
during bloodmobile visits in the 
49 M issouri counties or com ­ 
munities participating in the 
blood program . Regional blood 
centers serving M issouri are 
located in St. Louis, and Spring­ 
field. 
In addition to the community 
and private hospitals served by 
the Red C ross Blood Program , 
the blood needs of six federal 
institutions 
located 
in M is­ 
souri are partly met through the 
Red C ross. These include the 
veterans hospitals at Jefferson 
B arracks, Poplar Bluff, and St. 
Louis; 
Whiteman Air Force 
Base; 
F ort 
Leonard Wood; 
and the U. S. Medical Center 
in Springfield. 
The blood is distributed, with­ 
out charge for the blood itself, 
as whole blood to the participat­ 
ing hospitals, Dr. Joyer said. 
When the whole blood is out­ 
dated, the plasma or liquid 
portion is drawn off, pooled, 
and sent to processing labor- 


i ne butter was graded to make 
sure it had the proper flavor, 
texture, arom a and color. 
Peas 
also were purchased 
from the lowest bidders after 
specifications a s to quality, 
kind, size, pack, etc., were dis­ 
tributed. 
Inspection

These are only examples, but

And finally there is the book-keeping; the billing, the preparation of payrolls; the record 
keeping and the thousand and one other details of operating a big business, and for this there is 
the business department. 


So, roughly, that is your newspaper. An organization of men and women working in various 
capacities, in separate and distinct departments to do just one thing — give YOU a newspaper 
you can depend upon to tell you accurately and honestly the things you want to know about 
what is happening not only at home but abroad. Each of these departments are equally im­ 
portant and each must have the complete cooperation of the other.

Margaret who until at 
that time never dreamed that 
she could have a full life as 
others has begun to plan her 
wedding and a new home life 
that most girls plan and just 
take for granted.

As an exam ple, exam ine the 
care taken with the food pur­ 
chased for a typical lunch of:

An organization of men and women working in various 
capacities, in separate and distinct departments to do just one thing — give YOU a newspaper 
you can depend upon to tell you accurately and honestly the things you want to know about 
what is happening not only at home but abroad. Each of these departments are equally im­ 
portant and each must have the complete cooperation of the other.

U. S. Supreme Court. 
At issue is the Ka ska skia area 
near Chester, 
about 
25,OOC 
acres of farmland with a popu­ 
lation of near 500. 
Illinois Friday asked the court 
to give that state, rather than 
Missouri, sovereignty over the 
area, 
once attached to Illinois 
with the Mississippi River as 
its western boundary. 
In 1881 a flood changed the 
course of the river so that it 
cut to the east of the Kaskaskia 
area. 
Atty. Gen. William Clark said 
he asked the court leave to file 
a complaint. He saidan Illinois- 
Missouri compact makes the 
center of the river channel the 
usual boundary. 
Ordinarily, if the center of the 
river were moved because of 
the slow change in die course 
of the river, the resulting boun­ 
dary would have to be accepted 
by both states.

Center. The key to the whole 
program would be to Inform 
the women of the now p r o v e n 
method of the orally taken birth 
control pills, which Is said by 
nedical circles to be the most 
uccessful method of so-called 
■ontrareptlon. 
It Isn’t, however, as simple 
as that. Giving the women in­ 
formation and advice and being 
sure that they follow it c o r­ 
rectly are two different m at­ 
ters. It was pointed out that 
the 
public health center Is 
prevented by law from pro­ 
viding any types of medica­ 
tion with its own funds. So, as 
the matter stands now, It could 
not purchase the birth control 
pills. In a program aimed at 
encouraging the use of the pills 
by low Income or welfare moth­ 
ers, the cost of the pills would 
be a costly Item in any size­ 
able program, the wholesale 
cost running at $1.10 per p e r­ 
son per month, according to 
estimates at the hearing. 
How the cost of the pills which 
would be made available with­ 
out charge to low income moth­ 
ers would be met Is yet to be 
explored. In other health cen­ 
ter program s in which medica­ 
tion has been used, the cost 
was met by outside sources, 
such as with donations received 
by the Pemiscot Jaycees in their 
mass polio immunization pro­ 
gram last winter. The differ­ 
ence in the two programs, how­ 
ever, is that a mass immuni­ 
zation project Is a one-time 
one-cost Idea 
while a birth 
control plan and its costs are 


continuing from month ( ■ m o u t h 
on into the future. The c u r­ 
rent thinking Is thai a family 
planning program would not t>e 
entirely successful unless the 
pills were supplied to interested 
mothers without cost lo them. 
In objecting to the proposed 
program one of those present 
at the hearing brought up that 
there is an old law In Missouri 
statutes that prohibits "the ad­ 
vertising and sale of secret 
drugs and nostrums for contra­ 
ceptive purposes." C. W. Reed, 
ITI, of Hayti, a leading advocate 
of the health center birth con­ 
trol plan, answered wit!) an at 
torney’s opinion that the old 
(1879) law, "by containing no 
penalty clause, was ambiguous 
and did not apply in the p ro ­ 
posed program for the Pemiscot 
health center.” 
In urging

Pemiscot C ounty, Reed was told 
by a doctor that according to 
his 
information every dollar 
spent In which a program event­ 
ually would result in savings of 
$25 in welfare expenditures on 
ADC. 
Also brought out at the h ear­ 
ing was that In some states 
where such programs already 
are in ce ra tio n , women r e ­ 
ceive complete physical exam i­ 
nations in the clinics and often 
curable cases of cancer are 
found. This, also, would be n 
added expense in that the cancer 
tests cost around $1.50 each.
